Bids Are Okayed 
On City Bonds

Corsicana's City Commission authorized the 


sale of $500,000 in general obligation bonds 
Tuesday to First National Bank of Corsicana 
and Republican National Bank of Dallas. 


The local bank and its Dallas partner entered 


the lowest of 11 bids received by the com- 
mission on the general obligation bonds. 


First Southwest Co. and Rauscher Pierce 


Securities Corp. entered the lowest of four bids 
on $850,000 in waterworks and sewer revenue 
bonds. 


Net interest cost to the city on the general 


obligation bonds is $305,782. That pans out to an 
effective interest rate of 4.8925 per cent, ac- 
cording to Hardy Eubanks of First Southwest 
Co.—the firm handling the city's bond sales. 


NET INTEREST cost on the waterworks and 


sewer bonds is $767,666, Eubanks said, for an 
effective interest rate of 5.30370 per cent. 


Two separate ordinances authorizing sale of 


the bonds were unanimously approved in voice 
votes. There was no response in a public 
hearing in the matter called by Mayor Sue 
Youngblood. 


Eubanks told the commission he believes 


both bids on the bonds are "excellent." 
Following a brief break during the meeting to 
allow Eubanks to recheck the bids, he said both 
are accurately computed and recommended 
they be accepted. 


Before the sealed bids were opened when the 


meeting began, Eubanks told the commission 
they can be proud of Corsicana's financial 
shape. He said the city's new higher bond 
rating, now A instead of Triple B, saved Cor- 
sicana "a lot of money" in the bond sales. 


EUBANKS SAID the rating is "the best" a 


city of Corsicana's size can attain. Previously, 
Eubanks said the higher rating is based on the 
city's recent favorable audit report—plus 
various economic growth factors. 


The $1,350,000 in bonds involved in Tuesday's 


sale are a portion of the total bonds approved in 
a 1972 bond issue improvement program. 


The $500,000 in general obligation bonds are 


part of $1,500,000 in bonds authorized for street 
improvements. The $850,000 in revenue bonds 
are part of $1,350,000 designated for water- 
works and sewer systems improvements. 
Above Last Spring 


Spring registration at Navarro Junior 


College through Friday's filial day for 
enrollment was 918, compared to 871 on the 
final day last spring, Registrar Don Turtle 
reported Saturday. 


"This is a little over 5 per cent increase

J. H. Lanier, whose career as an educator 


and administrator spans 38 years, has an- 
nounced he is a candidate for reelection as 
county schools superintendent in the May 4 
primary. Lanier designated himself as his own 
campaign manager in filing with the county 
clerk. 


Lanier moved to Navarro County in 1938 to 


become a teacher in the Mildred schools, and 
served as teacher, coach, grade school prin- 
cipal for two years and high school principal for 
six years before his election in 1951 as 
superintendent of the Mildred school system. 
He served as superintendent for 20 years until 
he sought and won the post of county schools 
superintendent in 1970. He served four years in 
the Air Force during World War n. 


"I feel like I have gained valuable experience 


during this term. My association with school 
people of the county has been very cordial and 
pleasant. For me it has been another in- 
teresting and rewarding experience in a 
lifetime of educational effort," Lanier said, in 
announcing his bid for reelection.

City, School Officials Plan 


To Eye Tax Evaluation

Corsicana city and school 


officials agreed Tuesday to 
have 
their 
respective 
tax 


assessor-collectors 
work 


together 
to 
formulate 
a 


proposal (or proposals) for 
more equal and efficient tax 
evaluation. 


The decision was reached 


following about an hour of 
discussion between city com- 
missioners, 
school 
board 


members, their legal advisers 
and tax officials. 


Several persons on both the 


school board and the city 
commission agreed that to 
bring school and city 
tax 


evaluations into line with each 
other will require a new ap- 
praisal of property. As property 
evaluations 
currently 
exist, 


there are often irregularities 
between what a specific piece of 
property is valued at on the 
separate tax rolls of city and 
school. As an example, Mayor 
Sue Youngblood pointed out that 
her property "is all appraised 
higher at the school." She said 
she knows another 
person 


whose property is appraised 
higher with the city. 


ON THE NEED to appraise 


everyone's property equally, 
Mayor Youngblood said, "I 


think the only fair way would be 
to get an outside one (ap- 
praiser)." 


School board member Albert 


Sanders complained that there 
are too many "windshield jobs" 
of appraising property. The 
reference was made to the 
practice of appraising property 
without a close examination, 
such as a casual appraisal 
made through the windshield of 
a car. 


Following a suggestion by 


school board president Maco 
Stewart 
that 
appraising 


estimates be obtained from 
outside appraisers, the school 
board and city 
commission 


agreed to direct their tax of- 
ficials to come up with more 
ideas for equalizing city and 
school taxes and appraising 
procedures. 


A city and school can jointly 


hire an appraiser, according to 
Corsicana's city attorney Glenn 
Stewart. 
He 
explained, 


however, 
that 
state 
law 


prohibits a school and city from 
having the same tax assessor- 
collector or the same board of 
equalization. One reason the 
two entities cannot use the same 
assessor is that the city's 
assessor is elected, while the 
school assessor is appointed by 
the school board. 


STATE LAW ALLOWS 
a 


school district to empower a 
city to assess, evaluate and 
collect 
taxes, 
Stewart ex- 


plained, but under this system 
the school could not retain its 
own tax assessor-collector. This 
same law provides that—with 
the transfer of taxing power to 
the 
city—the 
school 
tax 


evaluations cannot be higher 
than those of the city. 


Sections 23.94 through 23.96 of 


the Texas Education Code, 
provide that a school can 
authorize a city tax collector to 
collect school taxes throughout 
the school district, and the 
school's tax evaluations can 
remain 
higher 
under 
this 


system. 


The fact that the city and 


school have separate boards of 
equalization is still another 
problem involved in keeping 
evaluations 
equal. 
Once 


property is evaluated the same 
on both the city and school tax 
rolls, it would be possible for an 
individual to go before the 
board of equalization of either 
entity and obtain a ruling which 
would lower or raise his 
property evaluation. It could be 
lowered on the school tax roll, 
for example, without changing 
on the city tax book. 


CITY PROPERTY was last 


appraised in 1964, according to 
city 
tax 
assessor-collector 


Ernest Stokes. The cost was 
about $34,000. 


The school brought rural 


property up to its current 
evaluation in 1968. Since then, 
about three-fourths of the city 
has been re-evaluated, and 
school 
assessor-collector 


George Caperton says he is in 
the process of appraising the 
remaining property.

record. 


"We live in a democratic 


country, 
and we have no 


business 
fingerprinting 
in- 


nocent persons unless they are 
going to be handling top secret 
information. If we fingerprint 
the school children we will in 
essence 
be 
working under 


communism and instituting a 
police state," Scott said. 


"IT'S UTTERLY ridiculous 


to think of fingerprinting our 
school children!" Jacobs ex- 
claimed. He added more effort 
should go into having people 
cooperate with the police force 
by reporting any suspicious 
persons. 


Officer 
Palos said, 
"The 


environment in which a child 
grows up has a lot to do with 
what type of person he is, and if 
you start fingerprinting anyone 
you will have to fingerprint 
everyone in Corsicana." 


Mayor Sue Youngblood told 


the Daily Sun after the meeting 
that she was very much against 
the idea of fingerprinting the 
school children and that she 
agreed strongly with the views 
of Scott, Jacobs and Palos.

would 
be 


reviewed but that citizens must 
keep in mind that hiring more 
men includes the expense of 
salaries and police vehicles. He 
assured the citizens that police 
protection won't be cut down for 
any reason. 


The group agreed to postpone 


any definite action in asking the 
city to hire more policemen 
until the next meeting of the 
officers and advisory board. 


JACOBS 
suggested 
that 


Massey set up and publicize a 
list informing citizens of what 
can be done to help Corsicana's 
law enforcement department. 


Massey agreed that such a list 


might help and stressed the 
need for 
cooperation 
from 


everyone in town. "The police 
department 
needs 
this 


cooperation because it is harder 
to apprehend anyone without 
leads. Teamwork is what will 
get the job done." 


Massey added that he favored

viewpoints because it would 
lead to a better awareness of the 
situation. "Only through public 
support can we make the 
community a better place."

present laws allow criminals to 
be out on the streets again after 
having served only a short time 
in jail. 


Gappelberg stated the laws

Before the meeting was over, 


the mayor cautioned those 
present not to assess the crime 
in Corsicana on the same scale 
as in Dallas. "We don't want to 
panic people, and I am in favor 
of this committee as long as any 
action is carried out in an or- 
derly manner," she said. 


Gappelberg and Baggett were 


echoed by members in the 
audience that they were op- 
posed to any type of vigilantes.

State Commission Approves 
Two Projects on Highway 31 


Two highway projects involving Corsicana 


and Navarro County were approved by the 
Texas Highway Commission, according to John 
G. Keller, district Texas Highway Department 
engineer. 


The Highway Department has approved 


reconstruction and surfacing of State 31 in 
Corsicana for a length of 1.6 miles, from 34th 
Street to west of Tiger Field. 


The Department's highway program also 


calls for the purchase of right of way for 
widening of State Highway 31 from the Hill 
County Line to the west city limits of Cor- 
sicana. The proposed purchase of right of way 
bordering the highway includes a strip 21 miles 
long. Widening of the highway would consist of 
converting it from two lanes to four. 
Resident Highway Department engineer Jack 
London said his office will probably submit 
specifications for the proposed work "in two or 
three months." He said it will then be up to the 


Texas Highway Department to award bids and 
provide finances. It's hard to say when this 
might be, London said, but work might possibly 
begin during the middle of the year. 


The Corsicana and Navarro County projects 


are to be financed under the statewide 1975-77 
Consolidated Highway Program, 
which 


provides for reconstruction of a total of 2,036.1 
miles of rural and urban highway facilities. 
Total estimated cost of construction in $235 
million. 


The program also includes $15 million for the 


state's share of right of way costs. 


"The projects are included as a result of local 


governmental requests to the district engineer, 
as a result of appearances by delegations of 
citizens before the Highway Commission, and 
by the local district engineer's knowledge of the 
needs of the highway network in his area," 
according to district engineer Keller.

more than 22 per cent last 
December from December, 1972 
figures, according to Embry 
Ferguson, district manager of 
Texas Power & Light Co. 


Commercial use was also up 


in what he termed a "normal 
increase." 
Residential 
and 


municipal use were both down. 


FERGUSON 
reported 
the 


figures Tuesday in assessing 
the increased use of electricity 
in the Corsicana district. 


Overall 
electricity con- 


sumption increased 10.04 per 
cent 
in 
the 
district 
last 


December from one year ago, 
Ferguson says. 
Monday an 


increase of 10.86 per cent was 
reported; however, Ferguson 
said Tuesday that an error had 
been made in calculating the 
percentage. 


The Corsicana district in- 


cludes 11 incorporated towns, 
with Corsicana the largest. 
Breakdowns are available in 
four 
areas—residential, 


commercial, 
industrial, 
and 


government and municipal. 


"THE 22.19 per cent increase 


in industrial consumption is 
what is 
hard 
to 
figure," 


Ferguson said. 


He said there were 13 fewer 


industrial 
customers 
in 


December, 1973 than a year 
ago. 
Kilowatt hours used in 


December, 
1972, totaled 


11,349,648. That increased to 
13,868,349 in December, 1973. 


Residential 
consumption 


was down 9.18 per cent in 
December, 1973 as compared to 
December, 1972. Kilowatt hours 
decreased from 5,304,973 to 
4,817,693. 


Ferguson indicated this was 


good evidence that people were 
concerned 
with 
conserving 


energy. 


Government and municipal 


use of electricity was also down, 
Ferguson said. In comparing 
December readings for 1972 and 
1973 TP&L shows a decrease of 
5.45 per cent in this area. 
Kilowatt hours decreased from 
1,253,466 to 1,185,118, according 
to Ferguson. 


COMMERCIAL kilowatt hour 


consumption increased by 7.17 
per cent, but may be due to an 
addition of 63 customers during 
the 
12-month period 
from 


December, 1972 to December, 
1973, according to Ferguson. He 
added "It is a normal increase 
because of the increase of 
business." 


Asked about how temperature 


variations affect the results, 
Ferguson said he did not have 
the information and was un- 
successful in getting the in- 
formation from the regional 
TP&L office in Dallas.

Cost, Benefits Increasing 


You may pay more in social 


security deductions in 1974—but 
the increase will mean higher 
benefits in the future, according 
to 
David 
Helmer, 
social 


security manager in Corsicana. 


The percentage rate of social 


security 
deductions 
from 


earnings remains the same. But 
the amount of earnings subject 
to social security — the "ear- 
nings base" — increases to 
$13,200. 


"Employes still contribute 


5.85 per cent but it will be on the 
first $13,200 you earn in work 
covered by social security," 
Helmer said. "Last year the 
contribution was 5.85 per cent of 
the first $10,800." 


Employers pay an equal 


amount. Self-employed people 
will contribute 7.9 per cent of 
their covered earnings to social 
security for 1974. 


"People who earn more than 


$13,200 a year can expect higher 
social security benefits in the 


future because the amount of 
the social security check is 
based on average earnings," 
Helmer said. "But in figuring 
that average, we can only count 
earnings 
on 
which 
social 


security 
contributions 
have 


been paid." 


The "earnings base" that 


counts for social security has 
gone up gradually over the 
years as income levels have 
risen in the country. In 1937, 
when 
the 
social 
security 


program began, contributions 
were paid on the first $3,000 
earned in a year. 


The increase in the earnings 


base will not generally affect 
the monthly social security 
checks of the more than 28 
million 
people 
already 


receiving payments, according 
to Helmer. 


Social security pays monthly 


retirement, 
disability, 
and 


survivors benefits to eligible 
workers and their families.

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Amtrak Business Suddenly Mushrooms With Energy Crisis; They Can't Handle It 
Traffic Stays Snarled While New Laredo Bridge in Red Tape

Amtrak, the nation's govern- 


ment-backed rail 
passenger 


corporation, has sloganeered, 
advertised, bought locomotives, 
refurbished cars, lobbied on 
Capitol Hill and negotiated with 
money-starved 
railroads 
for 


three years now, trying to put 
the romance back in rail trav- 
el. 


Now the energy crisis is 


bringing Amtrak the business it 
pleaded for — but faster than 
anyone expected, and some- 
times in crisis proportions. 


The result: Some officials 


predict travelers 
switching 


from autos and planes will find 
the going tough. 


Amtrak officials point to im- 


provement programs, but the 
biggest changes are from 1% to 
5 years away. And the biggest 
problems 
have been when 


people most want to travel — 
on holiday weekends and in va- 
cation peaks. 


The hard fact is that Amtrak 


is accustomed 
to 
handling 


about one per cent of the na- 
tion's intercity passenger traf- 
fic. Most of those travelers — 
87 per cent — go by auto, 10 
per cent use airplanes, and 3 
per cent ride buses. Even a one 
per cent shift of auto traffic 
would double Amtrak's rider- 
ship. 


A semipublic 
corporation 


backed with government funds, 
Amtrak took over running all 
but a handful of America's 
intercity passenger trains in 
May, 
1971. The railroads had 


long since lostinterest, standing 
by while passenger travel fall 
from 98 billion passenger miles 
in 1944 to 9 billion, including 
commutation, in 1971. 


The aim in creating Amtrak 


was to trim the rail passenger 
system to one serving about 20 
major American cities as well 
as intermediate points, on 23,- 
000 miles of track, and to slow- 
ly rejuvenate it with new equip- 
ment and amenities in which 
private railroads wouldn't in- 
vest. 


Growth — if any — was ex- 


pected to be slow, perhaps 12- 
to-15 per cent a year. 


But in the first three months 


of the energy crisis, it hasn't 
been slow. It's mushroomed, 
with the advent of gasless Sun- 
days, 50 mile an hour highway 
speed limits, and curtailed air 
schedules. 


"The last time I rode back by 


car it took all day, driving at 
50," said Jack Yellin at Wash- 
ington's Union Station after re- 
turning to college by train from 
New Brunswick, N.J. "I'm not 
looking for rides at school any 
more. The extra time just isn't 
-worth it." 


Amtrak officials say they 


can't tell how many habits 
have changed for good, but Yel- 
lin had a lot of company in the 
preholiday days when the ener- 
gy crisis first hit. 


Revenues in November, in- 


cluding price changes, were up 
50 per cent over November 
1972. Overall ridership in De- 
cember was up 18 per cent over 
December 1972. And advance 
bookings were coming in at a 
rate almost 2% times that of 
July and August. 


To cope in November, Am- 


trak said, it was able to run 25 
per cent more cars on the same 
210 daily trains over roughly 
the same 23,000 miles of track 
as the year before. 


The New York-Washington 


run, easily the busiest with 50 
of Amtrak's 210 daily trains, 
carried 9,125 passengers a day 
through Philadelphia in week of 
Dec. 17 — up 29 per cent over 
the same preholiday week in 
1972. 


New 
York-Boston traffic, 


measured 
at 
New Haven, 


Conn., was up 65 per cent. In 
Chicago 529 passengers a day, 
up 73 per cent, were on Chi- 
cago-Detroit trains. And in 
Richmond, Va., a dramatic 81 
per cent increase was recorded 
on New York-Florida trains, 
hauling 2,630 passengers a day. 


The strain showed, especially 


on Amtrak's efforts to add 
glamor and convenience. 


In New York's Penn Station 


on the Saturday before Christ- 
mas, hundreds shoved each oth- 
er toward the "Statesman" to 
Boston — a motley collection of 
three antiquated Penn Central 
cars, two newer cars whose 
lights didn't work, a refur- 
bished Amtrak car whose door 
needed repair, and two more 
refurbished cars in better con- 
dition. 


On another Boston-Washing- 


ton that weekend, dozens of 
passengers 
rode 
south on 


lounge seats in lavatory com- 
partments, on suitcases parked 
in aisles, and standing on un- 
heated platforms between cars. 


Resurfacing 


Farmers around the world 


often stop plowing to remove 
rocks. Dutch farmers stop to 
remove shipwrecks. Recent 
news reports told how downed 
aircraft from World War II 
are surfacing as land is re- 
claimed from the Zuider Zee. 


"Any 
mode 
— airlines, 


trains, buses — never has 
enough equipment to run on 
holiday periods," an Amtrak 
spokesman explained. 


"It's been like this ever since 


the energy crisis began," the 
"Statesman's" snack bar at- 
tendant said. 


"We thought Amtrak could 


handle a gradual increase of 
business, but now because of 
the fuel crisis, the increase is 
unnatural and Amtrak won't be 
able to handle it," says Rep. 
Brock Adams, 
D-Wash., a 


strong rail backer. 


"We are going to have a lot 


of dislocation in the next few 
years," Adams says. "A guy 
isn't going to be able to get 


where he wants to get when he 
wants to get there." 


Amtrak, which lost an esti- 


mated $275 million in its first 
two fiscal years, has been run- 
ning at 45 per cent of load ca- 
pacity on an average. Spokes- 
men say it could, in theory, 
double ridership with present 
equipment. But since Novem- 
ber, usage has been heaviest on 
already heavily travelled lines 
at times of heaviest demand. 


So to get people where they 


wanted to go when they wanted 
to get there, Amtrak had to 
again fall back in the pre- 
holiday crush on borrowing 
commuter cars and 
other 


creaking equipment from rail- 
roads. That was despite spee- 


dup of a program under which 
Amtrak refurbishes its own 
cars — the best 1,900 that the 
railroads had to offer in 1971. 


Amtrak has already spent 


some $51.5 million refurbishing 
cars, and plans have been 
made to acquire new equip- 
ment, upgrade roadbeds, and 
improve service. But the first 
of 57 new cars won't be on line 
for 15 months, the next batch of 
100-200 for three or four years. 
Some major track renovation 
will take five years or more. 


So as a first order of business 


in the energy crisis, says Am- 
trak spokesman Edwin Edel, a 
task force is taking a second 
look at cars previously rejected 
with the aim of finding 200 or 


250 to supplement the current 
fleet. 


Right now, 1,067 Amtrak cars 


have undergone renovation, and 
about 400 more are to be im- 
proved by summer. Excluding 
Metroliners 
serving 
New 


Haven-Washington and turbot- 
rains between Chicago-St. Louis 
and Boston-New York, all but 
200 of the cars date to the early 
1950s or before. 


Amtrak says real improve- 


ment in its locomotive fleet will 
show by this summer, when the 
current fleet of 300 locomotives 
will make way for 150 new 100- 
mile-an-hour diesels, 26 new 
electric locomotives, and 40 old 
engines now being rebuilt. 


Amtrak spokesmen are quick 


to blame dilapidated road con- 
ditions, not the strain of the 
energy crisis, as a basic reason 
for worsening on-time records. 
The 1,144 long-distance trains 
Amtrak ran in November were 
on time only 40 per cent of the 
time, down from 50 per cent in 
November, 1972. On shorter-dis- 
tance "corridor" runs — pri- 
marily in the East — 3,512 
trains were on time 71.5 per 
cent of the time in November. 
The previous November, the 
figure was 80.8 per cent. 


Today, Edel explains, Am- 


trak has authority to insist only 
that 
railroads 
maintain 


roadbeds at the sometimes 
painfully slow standards of 
May, 
1971, when the rail pas- 


senger corporation took over 
running all but eight of the na- 
tion's 
intercity 
passenger 


trains. 


The current restructuring of 


seven bankrupt Eastern rail- 
roads into one government- 
aided freight system gives Am- 
trak hope new standards can be 
achieved on some of the worst 
track, or that Amtrak can ac- 
quire the track and improve it 
itself. But John Ingram, head 
of the Federal Railroad Admin- 
istration, says Amtrak and the 
new freight system, which 
doesn't need fast track, may 
not decide who owns the 
roadbed in the crucial Eastern 
corridor for a year and a half. 


Such disagreement could ef- 


fectively delay extension to 
Boston of Amtrak's crack high- 
speed service, now serving the 
heavily-travelled Washington- 
New York corridor with Met- 
roliners. The first 57 new Am- 
trak cars will be coaches to ex- 
tend that service northward, 
and delivery starts in mid-1975. 


But true high-speed service 


must wait until the roadbed be- 
tween New Haven and Boston 
is electrified and the entire cor- 
ridor to Washington is up- 
graded to 125 mile-an-hour 
standards, a five-year program 
that starts when ownership is 
resolved. Until then, the new 
cars mean more equipment and 
comfort — at only slightly fas- 
ter diesel speeds.

LAREDO, Tex. (AP) - 


"People are beginning to dis- 
pair here," says Laredo Mayor 
J. C. Martin. "They feel a 
sense of frustration." 


The reason is evident. Long 


lines of autos, buses and trucks 
idle for hours on downtown ap- 
proaches to the city's link to 


Mexico, a four-lane bridge 
across the Rio Grande. 


Those four lanes and two pe- 


destrian sidewalks carry an es- 
timated 25 million persons an- 
nually between I^aredo and its 
sister city, Nuevo Laredo, Mex- 
ico. 


Laredo and the Mexican gov- 


ernment have wanted nearly a 
decade to construct a second 
span with seven lanes, but local 
skeptics call the delayed proj- 
ect Laredo's own "Alaska Pipe- 
line." 


Since the shallow 
Rio 


Grande is by law a navigable 
waterway, the Coast Guard 
must issue a permit for the 
second span. The Coast Guard 
also must be assured that all 


federal environmental controls 
are considered. 


"Mexico is waiting on us 


now," 
says Paul Garza, whose 


engineering firm is coordinat- 
ing the planning for Laredo. 


Mexico "is completely ready 


to go," says G -;rza. "They have 
the money in the bank, so to 
speak." 


However, Laredo does not 


have a Coast Guard permit. 


Mayor Martin says delay "is 


a very classic case of red tape 
and a very classic case of gov- 
ernment bureaucracy." 


Lou Manoliades, chief of the 


Coast Guard bridge permit di- 
vision, says, "The Coast Guard 
is not here to delay the proj- 
ect." 


Manoliades said in Washing- 


ton, "Nothing would please the 
Coast Guard more than to 
promptly issue a permit...But 
we can't issue a permit if you 
do not adhere to the lawful 
procedures. The permits are 
quite vulnerable in court." 


Garza agrees, declaring it 


"would be disastrous if the 
bridge were stopped after sev- 
eral other things were started." 


Neverthelss, he says, "Every 


bureaucrat in every agency has 
to be addressed in this process 
and that is what makes this as- 
sessment thing so long and in 
some cases frustrating." 


Manoliades describes 
the 


Coast Guard as the "lead agen- 
cy for envoronmental consider- 


ations," but local officials say 
as many as 13 or 14 agencies 
are involved. 


Garza says Laredo's decu- 


mentation of the project now 
has satisfied the Environmental 
Protection Agency, which he 
calls "the eye of the hawk." 
Among other subjects, Laredo 
has studied the limited effects 
of construction on migratory 
birds and plant life and pos- 
sible disruptions of the low in- 
come residential area. 


Local officials say, the new 


bridge and its approaches 
would reduce automobile pollu- 
tion in downtown Laredo by 
speeding up international traf- 
fic. 


Crosstown traffic here and in 


Nuevo Laredo virtually halts 
when vehicles, spouting exhaust 
fumes, line up for blocks on 
narrow streets awaiting their 
turns at the inspection stations 
at the present bridge and tying 
up intersections. 


The bridge connects with the 


Pan American Highway, which 
winds through Mexico and Cen- 
tral America to South America. 
Across it are transported goods 
which have made Laredo the 
most active inland port in the 
United States, says the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


Laredo collected more than 


$1 million in bridge tolls in 
1973. 


Without a new bridge, La- 


redo's commerce will stagnate 


since traffic across the present 
bridge has reached a saturation 
point, says Martin. According 
to Laredo's environmental im- 
pact statement, traffic has in- 
creased 450 per cent since 1956. 


Officials say bridge condi- 


tions pose law enforcement 
problems with smuggling of 
drugs into the United States 
and merchandise into Mexico. 


Currently, the Coast Guard is 


awaiting confirmation of local 
action conforming with the Na- 
tional Historic Preservation 
Act. 


Late last year, structures in 


the Villa de San Augustin area 
adjacent to the second span's 
proposed location were entered 
in the national register of his- 
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toric landmarks, bringing yet 
another statutory concern. 


Within Villa de San Augustin 


is Laredo's first plaza and a 
building which housed a capitol 
of the Rio Grande Republic. 


Experts made studies in 1964 


and 1965 about the second span 
and the mayor of Laredo first 
formally wrote the president of 
Mexico about the project Nov. 
17, 1966. Then, formal negotia- 
tion between Laredo and Mexi- 
co began. 


Laredo and the Mexican ad- 


ministration of President Diaz 
Ordaz'signed a bridge agree- 
ment May 7, 1970. 


The case's files here also 


show that Laredo applied for a 
toast Guard permit Dec. 4, 
1970, and submitted an environ- 
mental impact statement to the 
Coast Guard April 2, 1971. 


As time moved on, city offi- 


cials say new environmental 
regulations became effective, 
adding more considerations. 


Laredo learned months after 


the first submission that its im- 
pact statement would have to 
be resubmitted because of a 
Coast Guard finding that the in- 
terstate highway project and 
the federal border station proj- 
ect were so closely linked to 
the bridge project. 


So, on Dec. 5, 1972 Laredo 


filed another impact statement. 


In a 1972 statement, the Gen- 


eral Services Administration 
said the target date at that time 
for opening of the second span 
was January 1974, but the earth 
along the Rio Grande at the 
proposed site remains unturned 
today. 


This past year, Laredo an- 


swered concerns of the Interior 
Department about a small park 
in the project area by author- 
izing construction of another 
park. 


Manoliades says Laredo's 


bridge case has been pending 
longer than the average be- 
cause "it is a much more com- 
plex case than a straight-for- 
ward bridge construction. It is 
not a simple crossing." 


The City of Laredo and the 


federal government of Mexico 
will build the second span. GSA 
will authorize construction of 
U.S. 
government offices, such 


as a new inspection station. The 
state of Texas will build an 
extension of Interstate 35 to the 
bridge's approaches. 


If the City Council's action 


earlier this year creating an 
historic region for Villade San 
Augustin satisfies 
federal 


agencies, a permit may be is- 
sued by the Coast Guard and 
approved by the President's 
Council on Environmental 
Quality by late summer. If this 
occurs, the second span could 
be open by the summer of 1976. 


Martin tells an interviewer, 


"It sounds to me that I gave you 
the impression—and I meant 
to—that I am gunshy. We never 
know what's coming next ... 
Until we get clearance from 
everybody and are ready to go, 
I keep expecting more." 


Garza predicts as much as $40 


million eventually will be spent 
on the project. The bridge itself 
will cost about $3 million. 


Martin, who hoped the bridge 


could have opened four years 
ago, believes delays have added 
50 per cent to cost. 


Even when a permit is issued, 


Garza says, "We are running 
into other obstacles, of course, 
with the energy crisis and what 
that will mean to contractor 
allocations or the bidding." 
Missing Journalists 
May Be in Cambodia 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


American Committee to Free 
Journalists Held in Southeast 
Asia says it has new evidence 
that as many as 10 of the miss- 
ing newsmen are being held in 
eastern Cambodia. 


CBS anchorman Walter Cron- 


kite said the report of the cap- 
tive journalists, some of them 
Americans, came from "highly 
reliable sources." 


Cronkite declined to elabo- 


rate, saying to do so might en- 
danger these sources "and our 
use of them to obtain the re- 
lease of the men would be con- 
siderably jeopardized." 


The committee said 21 civil- 


ian, noncombatant war corre- 
spondents and photographers 
are listed as missing in Cam- 
bodia. Seventeen of them dis- 
appeared between April and 
May 1970 while covering the 
early stages of the Cambodian 
war.Cronkite .and committee offi- 
cials said they planned to use 
their information in a renewed 
effort to get the United States 
and other governments to take 
an active role in seeking the re- 
lease of the journalists. 


"To tell the truth, we feel ter- 


ribly frustrated," said Cronkite, 
himself a former war corre- 
spondent. "We're up against 
kind of a dead end in official 
inquiries." 


The missing group consists of 


four Americans, four French, 
nine Japanese, One Australian, 
one German, one Swiss and one 
Austrian. Twelve of 
them 


worked for U.S. news organ- 
izations.
